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The insurgents had seized upon four cannon with three 
limbers, coming from Vincennes, but in their position they 
have been of little use to them. At noon General Cavaignac

on what terms they would capitulate. They replied, 
immediate disbanding and disarmament of the National 
Guard, an immediate subsidy of six millions, and the dis- 
missal of the army from Paris.” It is useless to say that these 
terms were deemed inadmissible, The delay allowed to the 
insurgents having expired without any reply, operations im= 
mediately commenced. 

The first barrieade was vigorously attacked and carried, 
but not without considerable slaughter on the side of the 
assailants. Colonel Raynaud, of the 48th Regiment of the 
Line, and seyeral other officers, were killed. General Bo- 
quet, of the Engineers, arrived at the Place de la Bastile at 
twelve, with the firemen and a battalion of sappers. Some 
houses were in an instant blown up, and several barricades 
thus turned were captured without loss. On some points 
the insurgents had dug trenches, against which the artillery 
was unavailable. They fired from within, and, on the ap- 
proach of the troops, escaped through passages opened in the 
cellars of the houses, A large body had sallied frony the 
suburb towards noon, entered the island of St. Louis, and 
formed a barricade on the Pont des ‘Tournelles, which was 
undergoing repairs. ‘They were there kept in check by 
troops stationed in the wirie-stores on the opposite side, and 
were placed between two fires. Prior to this the enclosure 
of St. Lazare had been reoccupied by the insurgents, who 
carried away ten small pieces of artillery belonging to the 
Chateau Rouge, which they loaded with stones and pieces of 
broken bottles. On the Quai de la Megisserie some ruffians 
fired from a window on a battalion of troops of the line, and 
then escaped by a back door into the street. Others were, at 
the same time, erecting a barricade close by, in the Rue "de 
Bethizy; but a patrol ‘of National Guards dispersed them, 
and they fled, throwing away their arms. A battery of ar- 
tillery had been placed on the hill of Montmartre, and mea- 
sures adopted to prevent the insurgents from gaining posses- 
sion of that important position. 

In such a state of things, sev eur of reprisal was to be ex- 
pected; and it is stated as certain that Comte de Narbonne, 
censéd aide-de-camp of Charles X., and his servant, who 
were arrested behind a barricade in the act of distributin 
money to the revolters, had both been shot in the gardens o} 
the Luxembourg by the National Guards. Forty-four other

DEFEAT OF THE INSURGENTS. 

At ten o’clock on Monday morning a majority of the in- 
surgents, having beendriven from their strong entrenchments, 
retreated into the country, pursued by the National Guards 
and the cavalry, who have captured an immense number. 
Some remained still in possession of one stronghold—that of 
the Faubourg g St. Antoine; but this place was fin: uly taken 
at two o'clock. The routin that direction was general. 

As to the losses on both sides, Paris has not witnessed such 
a scene of slaughter since the massacre of St. Bartholomew, 
‘The number of killed and wounded has not yet been ascer- 
tained; the former lay in heaps of hundreds, the latter by 
thousands. It was a sickening sight; pools of blood darkened 
over the streets, which looked more like the shambles than the 
Boulevards of the “ centre of civilization.” It is confidently 
stated that up to Saturday night there were 11,000 slain! 


FURTHER RESISTANCE OF THE INSURGENTS. 
TUESDAY. 

On Tuesday morning, though the insurgents were mostly 
subdued, a body collected in Pere Ia Chaise still resisted, as 
did also bodies in different parts of the Banlieu. Tt was sup- 
posed that altogether the loss on both sides could not be less 
than 15,000. ‘The Archbishop died of his wound, ‘The rappel 
was beaten at seven o’clock, All carriages of every descrip- , 
tion were strictly searched; waggons and market-carts ware ac- 
companied by an escort to the place where they were unloaded, 
‘The number of prisoners taken among the insurgents is 5000, 
who are deposited in the vaults and dungeons under the 
‘Tuileries, the Louvre, the Palais Royal, the Chamber of De- 
puties, the Hotel de Ville, and in the various prisons. Four- 
teen general officers have been put hors de combat, several 
being killed, The loss in superior officers has been greater 
than in the most brilliant engagements during the wars of 
Napoleon. Although the insurrection might be considered as 
quetled, it was not expected that the capital woud! be alto- 
gether free from partial disturbance for many days to come. 


THE PLAN OF THE INSURGENTS. 

The plan of the insurgents was as follows :—~ 

The insurrection extended on the right bank from the Fan- 
bourg Poissonniere to the Seine, embracing thus the Faubourg 
St, Antoine; on the left bank it oceupi ied the Faubourgs St. 
Marcel, St. Victor, and the lower part of the Quartier St. 
Jacques ; ; these two positions were connected by the occupa- 
tion of many points, such as the Church of St. Gervais, a part 
of the Quartier du ‘Te smple, the approaches of Notre Dame, 
and the Pont St. Michel. 

The Church of St. Severin served as head-quarters, and the 
Tanbourg St, Antoine as a magazine; this plan was inge- 
nionsly conceived, for the insurgents were thus masters of ¢ an 
immense semicircle which formed nearly one half of Paris; in

prisoners are to be condemned to deportation, and imme- 
diately sent beyond the seas. 

Some shots were fired from the windows on the er 
wounded persons who were being carried to the 
pitals. In all the houses persons are employed in preparing 
bandages, which are sent to the mairies, and from thence to 
the hospitals. It is difficult to find places for temporary 
attention to the wounded. 

After the reduction of the Faubourg St. Antoine some 
guards mobiles received a discharge of several shots from a 
house, Three brave young men immediately mounted, and 
found there eight persons clothed in the wniform of the 
empire. ‘These persons were immediately shot, 

It-is impossible to conceive the state of the Quartier St. 
Antoine, In the streets more than fifty houses are almost 
entirely destroyed by the artillery, and a much larger number 
have suffered corisiderably. At every hundred paces formida~ 
ble barricades were constructed; here with carriages filled 
with stones, there with paving-stones, further on with trimks 
of trees, and in some cases with large flagstones, 

On the Place de la Bastile the divatters are not less. The 
Column of July has been injured, The warehouse known as 
“La Belle Fermitre” is completely destroyed; two houses, 
which formed the angle of the Place de la Bastile and the Rue 
de la Roquette, are a heap of rubbish. 

The brave General Ne was the victim of his intrepidity. 
Standing on a barricade he received a ball in the fore 
In falling he extended his hand to those near him, and said, 
“Adieu! EF die like a soldier!” Negrier had faced all the 
dangers of the war in Africa, He distinguished himself 
beside General Damremont, who fell. at. the head of the 
French army,

On Wednesday the dead, ‘the dying, and the very numerous 
wounded continued to pass in vans and on litters, At nine 
o’clock at night the retraite was beaten, after which no person 
appears in the streets except the sentinels and the patrols. 

o show the savage manner in which the fovargents 
proceeded, it may be mentioned that they pumped tur 
tine from a fire-engine in a house in the Faubourg Pois- 
sonniere, from which the National Guards and troops were 
firing on them, and then tried to set the house on fire, 

Some of the atrocities perpetrated by the insurgents have 
been alluded toin other portions of this week's impression, 
Hanging their prisoners; cutting off their heads; cutting 
out their tongues ; chopping off their hands—~are among the 
erimes of these demons. Further—three women, dressed 
as cantinidres, were arrested in the neighbourhood of the 
Assembly, for having sold POISONED brandy and wine to 
the troops! Several of the soldiers have died from the effects 
of the liquors thus given to them. 

Six of the insurgent prisoners who were confined in the 
vaults of the Tuileries, having pat their heads out of the 
gratings, were immediately brought out and shot. 

Inan oceurrence of Monday night, originatiug in the neg- 
ligent manner in which a large body of prisoners were con- 
veyed towards the Tuileries, it was ascertained that more 
than fifty National Guards ‘were killed. Thirty of the pri- 
soners were shot dead on the spot. Othersescaped. Several 
were, however, overtaken and instant} i bet to death. Two 
had sought shelter in a house in the Rue de Valois, Palais 
Royal, but were seized, and shot, 

The following curious incident occurred at the attack of 
the Barriere Poissonniere on Sunda ay Captain Colliond drove 
( the insurgents before him from the Clos St. Lazare, at the 
head of a platoon of Voltigeurs of the line, a detachment of 
the 6th company of the 21st, and some Mobiles. Suddenly a 
hereulean insurgent fired at a Mobile, who was quite a boy, 
and missed him, ‘The latter charged his colossal adversary 
with his bayonet, but the Goliah seized the Mobile by the 
hands, and made a shield of him to prevent the column 
from firing on him; but the little Mobile, like a true Parisian 
child, tripped up the heels of the man who was holding him, 
and, having disengaged himself, a shower of balls inflicted 


justice on the rebel. 


On Sunday, at the Barriere Rochechouart, the loss of the 
armed force was more than 1000, and only two insurgents were 
killed! One of them was shot through the brain while flring 
through a loophole not six inches in diameter. Five were 
wounded,

It was blowing 
hard at the time, and the sea running very high, when 
a violent squall gave such an impetus to the rising 
tide that they were overtaken by the waves, which, 
in their reflux, dragged in the younger female, and in 
a minute she was floating in deep water, at least 
twenty yards fromdry land. The first Meare of her 
friend to rush in to her rescue was checked by her self- 
possession, which told her that to obey that impulse 
was certain death to both ; she, therefore, with heroic 
calmness awaited the returning wave. Twice she saw 
the body sink beneath the surface. As it rose the 
second time she watched it borne on the crest of a 
tremendous sea towards the shore. Seizing the second 
of time that intervenes between the bursting of the 
surge and its fearful recoil, she advanced up to her 
waist in the water, clutched hold of her exhausted and 
and nearly insensible friend, and dragged her up the 
beach. There was really so little time to spare that 
both were again submerged. Another desperate effort 
pated her out of the immediate reach of the waves, 

ut she had, clinging to bunches of grass and rushes, 
to climb with her burden up a steep bank of sli pery 
green-sward, the appearance of which almost belies 
the possibility of such an ascent, before they were in 
safety. Only those who know the treacherous nature 
of the sea on this coast can appreciate the mercy 
vouchsafed to her who was saved, and the courage and 
presence of mind which were the instruments of her 
salvation. 

ExrraorpInary SuicipE By a Lapy.— 
A case of suicide, under circumstances of a peculiarly 


painful nature (and connected with which rumour 


speaks of facts still more distressing), has taken place 
at Exeter. The EUPeEPy victim is Mrs. Mary Ma- 
delina Bourmaster Douglas, aged 39, wife of Major 


Douglas, daughter of the late General Sir William 


Dixon, and sister of Captain Dixon, of the Caledonia 
flag-ship, Plymouth. She had been married to Major 


Douglas about twenty-one years; and the fruit of 


their union was ten children, seven of whom survive 
théir ill-fated parent. The deceased had been in India 
with her gallant husband almost ever since their mar- 
riage, and only returned therefrom to her native shores 
about twelve months ago. Major Douglas (hastened 
home unexpectedly, it is said, by painful intelligence 
which vaxcted him abroad) landed at Southampton 
some three weeks since, and posted immediately 
to Exeter, and engaged a suite of apartments 
in the High-street, where they were lodging when 
the fatal event occurred. It appears the deceased 
lady called at the shop of a Mr. Joce, druggist, and 
asked for a poison to destroy cats, mentioning prussic 
acid. Mr. Rabe had not a supply in stock, but sent 
out to another druggist, from whom he procured an 
ounce bottle, with which he furnished her; at the 
same time informing her, in answer to her questions, 
that it might be mixed in milk. On this bottle 
(a small green one, with a glass stopper) there was 
the usual printed label, as it came from the manu- 
facturer—'* Hydrocyanic acid: Scheele’s strength. 
Should be kept in a well-closed bottle and ina cold 
lace.” On the following Monday she called at Mr. 
oce’s, stating that she had accidentally dropped the 
bottle and spilled its contents, and asking to be supplied 
with a second quantity. Mr. Joce again sent out, and 
obtained a similar bottle, which he sold the deceased. 
The deceased had appeared as usual up to the after- 
noon of Wednesday, although the person with whom 
she lodged deposed that she was frequently much de- 
jected, and that her manner suggested doubts of her 
perfect sanity. The family hed all dined together 
(Major and Mrs. Douglas and three of their children), 
and deceased seemed in good spirits, and talked with 
her husband with apparent pleasure of their proposed 
embarkation for India, in October, Soon after dinner 
deceased rose from the table suddenly, and went up 
stairs to her dressing-room, and after the lapse of 
about half a minute came hurriedly down, and rushed 
into the drawing-room, where ahs immediately fell 
senseless onthe floor. Major Douglas called for as- 
sistance, and the domestics were instantly in attend- 
ance, and raised the unfortunate lady to the sofa.

“A lady has invented an amusing toy-~an 
ingenious ‘ Sic itur ad astra,’”’ says the Atheneum. 
It is called by her the Astrorama; and is a parasol 
which opens, and presents a host of little holes that at 
first sight seem devices for letting in the sun and rain. 
Further examination shows, however, that these are 
the ‘ starry host’—and that the parasol is ‘the spacious 
firmament on high, with all the [pale] blue [silk] 
ethereal sky.’ A plumb line hangs down, which, 
when brought to the edge of the silk, shows that 
the axis of the heavens—which, saving all your pre- 
sences! is a parasol stick—is rightly inclined. Look- 
ing at the stars from a point so near to them 
strains the eyes a little. We do not see any ad- 
vantage which this instrument of teaching has over 
the ‘ globe’ when accompanied by a little explanation. 
But there fs ingenuity here, and material for amuse- 
ment—accompanied by something of illustration. It 
may be argued that a parasol intended to keep out the 
sun ought, by philosophic analogy, to show the stars; 
how otherwise is it certain that the sun t# kept out? 
Though it spoils the metre, we feel that we convey our 
opinion by altering a line of Halley upon Newton into 

“Nec fas est propius parasolis attingere calum.”

One small urn was of fine white 
alabaster, The principal object of attention was a 
beautiful obelisk of black marble, six feet high, and in 
the most perfect state of peotigeetama: polish un- 
affected by three thousand years of inhumation, and 
the lustre hardly gone. This marble is. much more 
perfect than any of the gypsums with which it is con- 
temporaneous. About one-third of itis covered all 
round with inscriptions in cuneiform characters ; the 
other two-thirds are decorated with sculptures in ocem- 
partments.

Finely 
ground pumice forms the best kind of pounce, and, if the 
material be a very light colour, a little prepared charcoal 
may be added to render the outline more istinct, Patterns 
for the articles required shall be prepared.

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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 
(from our own Correspondent.) 


VERY hour for the last six 
days has been “ trumpet- 


Pp 
tongued”’ with bloodshed and 
disaster; for, though the hor- 
rible civil strife was over on 
Tuesday, yet the miseries 
consequent on it must long 
endure with more or less in- 
tensity. Of that strife you will 
already have had abundant de- 

‘tails, and itis to the credit of 
the English reporters here that they appear to possess 
every requisite for their arduous—and in times such as 
these most dangerous—avocation. Cooll courageous, 
persevering, and determined at all hazards to arrive at 
the truth, they have been seen everywhere during the late 
revolt, and I shall be surprisedif all come off scathless ! 
Though not so employed, I have (though I say it) ven- 
tured a little also, and can tell you that it was neces- 
sary to eye the windows of the houses very suspiciously 
lest a rifle might be pointed so as to rake the opposite 
side of the street. Many persons were shot down in 
this way; and, strange as it may seem to my fair and 
gentle countrywomen, numbers of French females 
were soemployed. Some, indeed, were guilty of gross 
atrocities, and one took upon herself to cut in pieces 
the wounded bodies of two of the young Garde Mobile. 
Several prisoners, too, as fast as they were taken and 
dragged behind the barricades, were beheaded! The 
executioner in this case was a man, or rather monster, 
dressed in woman's clothes. 

A great mystery hangs over this terrible war—for 
war it is. o one can form even a conjecture as to 
who were the leaders, managers, and providers. The 
cost in money has been immense; and there was 
plainly the most skilful, though unseen, direction 
pervading every movement. ‘Those guiding anar- 
chists, however, never exposed themselves to danger, 
and disappeared amidst the last fatal Struggles of 
the men they had deluded into rebellion and 
batchery, Alas! what will the triumph of the mili- 
tary effect? That is the question. The only thing 
to save France is the despotism of dictatorship; and 
to this, at length, come all the dreams of Louis 
Blane and Lamartine. What a falling off is here! 
Why will not such men recollect the 4 ords of one of 
their own shrewdest authorities ? Voltaire says :— 
“ Les faiseurs de syst€mes ressemblent aux danseurs 
de menuet : ils sont dans un mouvement continuel, 
sans avancer d’un pas, et finissent par revenir a la 
place d’od ils sont partis.”

He thought of Julia’s 
silver bell; he feigned the anepent pain—pain not 
of body, but of duplicity, He had a thought, an im- 
pulse, a possession, and to indulge in which he as- 
sumed the very subtlety of the serpent. He rang his 
little bell loudly ; and Maria, the child whom he was 
told should soon answer to his call, came gently to

out hesitation, and piowenced without fear to the sick 
chamber of Rollin Rembrant.

LIBEL, : 


Count or Queen's BENCH, WESTMINSTER. ~THE DUKE 
OF BRUNSWICK v, GHISLIN,—This was an action to recover 
compensation in damages for the publication of a libel by the 
defendant in the Satirist newspaper. The damages were laid 
at £10,000, The Duke of Brunswick conducted his ease in 

erson, and Mr. Browne appeared for the defendant, It will 

e in the recollection of our readers that in the year 1844 his 
serene highness indicted one Barnard Gregory for the publi- 
cation of certain libels upon him in the Satirist, and that 
having obtained the conviction of that defendant he was 
sentenced to imprisonment for eight months. Actions were 
also brought against others as his servants. ‘Che libels which 
were complained of on those occasions also formed the subject 
of the present complaint. His serene highness, after com- 
menting for some time upon the libels and their operation, 
said that the series of attacks of which he had been made 
the subject had had the effect of shutting him out from society ; 
that even when he went to church there had not been wanting 
those who had pointed at him as the object. of those calumnics; 
whilst if he appeared in the publio streets of the metropolis 
ne became the mark of observation, It was very true that he 
had taken proceedings against other persons for these libellous 
publications, and had obtained verdicts with considerabte 
damages, but he begged to state that he had never received 
one farthing either for damages awarded or for costs incurred. 
He trusted now that the jury would give him such damages 
as should have the effect of at once crushing a publication 
which had inflicted so much of private injury.

RAILWAY BILL.—THE THON. CECIL LAWLESS. : 
Court oy ComMON PLEAS.—EpWArpbs v. LAWLESS.—This 


Was an action onan attorney’s bill, brought against the Hon. 


Cecil Lawless, as a member of the managing committee of a 


railway company called the Great Manchester, Rugby, and 


Southampton Railway Company. ‘This scheme was one of 


the numerous railway projects set on foot in the year 1845, 


and the defendant was on its managing committee from the 
middle of October until the beginning of December in the 
same year. A billof upwards of £1050 became due to Messrs. 
Edwards, who headed it as due to them from the provisional 
committee, and served it personally on Mr. Ambrose Moore, 
one of the managing committee, at his place of business in 
Wood-street, Cheapside. The bill was taxed by the attorneys 
of that gentleman, and a portion of the amount was recovered 

The present action was brought to recover the 
The action was tried at the last Warwick assizes 
before Mr, Baron Rolfe, when a verdict was found for the 
plaintiffs, notwithstanding that the counsel for the defendant 
had contended that the plaintiffs ought to be nonsuited.
